"In my opinion," he said, "the re- 


spondent has the right to Introduce 
evidence concerning tbe Intent of the 
donors 
Here we are considering a 


charge of larceny, and while testimony 
alleging the line of intent may not af- 
fect the moral culpability of the re- 
spondent it certainly does affect his 
legal status. If the respondent used 
the money as it was intended It should 
be used by the donors he was not 
guilty of larceny and could not be con 
vlcted by a petit jury. Even the un- 
disclosed Intention of the donor negn 
tlves the Idea of larceny and would 
prevent his couv lotion, however great 
might be his moral culpability "
